General Ottinger for he pulls from 
all factions and ran away ahead 
of the republican state ticket two 
years ago. 
The 
democrats 
felt 
they had to draft their strongest 
vote-getter and. in selecting Frank 
lin D. Roosevelt they assured them 
selves of a good many republican 
votes. 
Mr. Roosevelt answers the argu 
ment that Tammany Is In control, 
for Governor Smith dictated 
the 
nomination and while Mr. Roose­ 
velt has been on 
friendly 
terms 
with all groups in the state 
his 
long record of opposition to Tam­ 
many has 
given 
him 
up-state 
strength. 
His bitter fight against 
the selection of Billy Sheehan for 
the United States senate 
which 
produced a deadlock that defeated 
Sheehan In the days when the le­ 
gislature picked senators has not 
been forgotten. 
He comes 
from 
one of the oldest families of the 
state and Is one of 
that 
small 
group of New 
York 
aristocracy 
which found politics an opportuni­ 
ty for service. As assistant secre­ 
tary of the navy under President 
Wilson he was very 
popular 
In 
Washington. 
His 
nominating 
speech In Madison Square Garden 
and again at Houston 
when 
he 
placed Governor Smith in nomina­ 
tion made friends for him though- 
out the country. 
Causes Some Shifts* 
Immediately after the two con­ 
ventions were over this year, the 
New York Sun and the New York 
Telegram, each of 
which 
have 
been supporting Hoover and Cur­ 
tis promptly announced their sup­ 
port of Franklin 
Roosevelt. 
He 
will make such deep Inroads on 
the republican vote as to offset the 
invasion of the demoqvatlc vote by 
the large Jewish vote In New York 
city which would naturally go to 
Attorney General 
Ottinger, their 
first co-rellgionlst to run for gov­ 
ernor of the empire state. 
Mr. Roosevelt's physical handi­ 
cap is already a subject of discus­ 
sion. 
Infantile paralysis deprived 
him of the use of his legs but he 
had been slowly recovering. 
Had 
he refused to accept the nomine 
Hon and stayed in the south at a 
health resort he might have ac­ 
celerated his recovery. 
His accep­ 
tance 
means 
retardation. 
That 
was his sacrifice but 
the 
New 
York World points out that other­ 
wise he is physically fit and that 
he Is like a wounded war veteran 
without a leg or 
an 
arm. 
The 
World expresses the hope that a 
"pair of legs" will not become the 
issue in the gubernatorial 
cam­ 
paign. 
In upstate New 
York 
already 
there are Indications that Mr. Roo- 
Avelt will poll a heavy vote—a 
faction where Governor Smith Is 
not strong. 
It is not Inconceiva­ 
ble that Mr. Roosevelt might even 
run ahead 
of 
Governor 
Smith 
throughout the state. 
Both Ars Popular. 
Both candidates have made an 
excellent Impression. 
Mr. Otting- 
ger Is a vigorous executive who 
has twice demonstrated his popu­ 
larity as a vote-getter. There will 
be much scratching of tickets this 
time on his account. 
It 
was 
a 
foreknowledge of Ottinger's power 
that compelled the 
drafting 
of 
Franklin 
Roosevelt. 
The 
latter 
had 
planned 
to 
make 
several 
speeches outside New York state 
for Governor Smith and probably 
will not make an active campaign. 
He has 
an 
excellent 
speaking 
voice for the radio. 
Both candidates will be on the 
air a good deal. For several years 
there 
has 
been 
an 
agitation 
against having the 
gubernatorial 
and national election come 
the 
same year. This time It has work­ 
ed out to the advantage 
of the 
state because the 
rival

have been forced to put up the 
very best among their candidates. 
The net effect of the

Priest and Candle Dealer 
Found Dead; Slayer 
Is Unknown 


REPORTER IS

Beaumont, Tex., Oct. 8—(ZD— 
The Rev. Anthony De 
Slmmone, 
pastor of St. Joseph’s 
Catholic 
church, and John Rose, 
statuary 
and candle dealer, were shot to 
death here today in the study of 
the priest’s home in what police 
tonight believed was a case 
of 
homicide and suicide. 
After examining a letter writ­ 
ten by Rose two days ago, police 
expressed the theory 
that 
the 
man, a Catholic, had contemplat­ 
ed suicide, told the priest of his 
intention, and then either shot 
Father De Simone 
Intentionally 
or la a scuffle when the pastor 
attempted to dissuade him. 
Father de Simone -died with a 
bullet wound through the heart 
and another through his 
bead. 
He was found slumped 
against 
the chair at his desk, one hand 
clutching 
a 
birth 
certificate, 
which authorities thought might 
throw some light on the case. 
May be Murder? 
Rose with a bullet hole In his 
right temple was found on 
the 
floor nearby with a pistol under 
his arm. Three shots had 
been 
fired from the weapon. 
Absence of powder burns 
on 
the bodies and reports that two 
men and a woman had been seen 
entering the house shortly before 
the shots were heard led investi­ 
gators to weigh 
the 
possibility 
that the men had ben slain by a 
third person, but the finding of 
Rose’s note strengthened the be­ 
lief that he had shot the priest 
and then ended his own life. 
The letter, scribbled on cheap 
paper and unintelligible In part 
read: 
"Dear trend and all white peo­ 
ple 
(all 
by myself) 
presheat 
what you all don for me In Beau­ 
mont. X X X that Is fatleth to 
find me in this place today. Ben 
all over U. 8. Carry

My in­ 
surance all paid up. John Ross!. 
Rose, or Rossi, came to 
the 
United States In 1880 and spoke

Freiderlchshafen, Germany, Oct. 
8—(>P)—Good 
weather 
prospects 
over the Atlantic were awaited to­ 
night by Dr. Hugo Eckener before 
he would announce the "sailing" 
hour of the Graf Zeppelin, the huge 
new dirigible which he is to pilot 
to the United States. 
He hoped 
the reports would be favorable for 
a departure Wednesday. 
The final test of the airship, a 
flight of less than five hours, was 
given today. 
The dirigible flew 
over Lake Constance while thou­ 
sands of spectators, a large propor­ 
tion of whom were tourists attract­ 
ed by the coming event, watched 
and cheered. 
Dr. Eckener said tonight that it 
is going to cost 400,000 marks (ap­ 
proximately $96,000) for the round 
trip to the United States. 
This 
figure, he said, covered allowances 
for depreciation, repairs and insur­ 
ance on the ship and Its occupants. 
Each of the passengers has been 
insured for 200,000 marks in case 
of death. 
Dr. Eckener revealed that the 
chief revenue for the trip will come 
from newspaper interests who have 
been given rights to file dispatches 
from the ship. Two German publi­ 
cations will pay 
65,000 
marks 
$15,500) between them. More than 
four times that amount, 281,000 
marks ($67,000), will come from a 
chain of 
American 
newspapers 
Fom privet a passengers are charg­ 
ed 80,000 marks ($12,000) and the 
other $1,000 needed to make up the 
400,000 marks total will come from 
the German postal department to 
pay tor mall that is to be carried 
across the ocean. 
Hope to Stll Ship. 
It was emphasized that this total 
does ndt take Into account the cost 
of the various trial flights, includ­ 
ing the 1800-mlle trip over England 
and the North Sea last week. 
The builders of the big airship 
hope to sell her. 
They admitted, 
however, that any hopes they may 
have had of finding the United 
States government In a mood to

state of affairs aroused the coun­ 
try, and led the people of every 
state to Insist on the selection 
of 
electors 
by 
popular 
vote. 
Eighteen states had chosen their 
electors that way in 1824, but In 
some of those states the 
ballot 
was so hedged about with qualifi­ 
cations that the vote was not at 
all representative. 
But in 1828 
ail of the twenty-four states ex­ 
cept Delaware and South Carolina 
gave the suffrage to the people 
and many of them liberalized the 
qualifications of the right to vote. 
Campaign Began Early 
The campaign really began as 
soon as Adams was chosen. Jack­ 
son hastened home and with 
a 
flourish resigned his seat in the 
Senate, saying that a 
constitu­ 
tional amendment was going to be 
offered to guarantee to the people 
the right to choc se their Presi­ 
dent, and that he would have to 
advocate it if he remained in the 
Senate, a course which his ene­ 
mies would charge was pursued 
from selfish Interest. 
The game of the Jackson peo­

Martin Van Bu­ 
ren and his friend 
Cambreling. 
who controlled New York politics, 
perceiving the plain drift of pub­ 
lic sentiment toward Jackson, got 
aboard his bandwagon before it 
started and qualified as drivers 
of the big carry-all.

If Adams was not the popular 
choice in 1824 
he 
had 
little 
chance to be so four years later. 
He did not know how to play poli­ 
tics and he was an absolute fail­ 
ure as a conciliator. 
He allowed 
his Postm aster General to use the 
patronage of th e postal 
system 
against him, and when his advis­ 
ers protested, he said he did not 
think it right to remove a man 
lust because he preferred some 
other candidate for th e Presiden­ 
cy.

Adam s was anti-M ason, and yet 
he was pictured In anti-M asonic 
com m unities as a Mason. In proof, 
a bogus transcript of a lodge rec­ 
ord showing his Initiation was of­ 
fered In 
evidence 
and 
widely 
printed. 
An inventory 
of 
the 
property of the W hite House was 
taken for Congress, and in It was 
inadvertently Included a private­ 
ly owned billiard table valued at 
$$3 and a set of checs men val­ 
ued at $23. 
This was seized up­ 
on as proving th e extravagance of 
Adams, and th a t he had a gam ing 
table and gam bling furniture pro­ 
vided a t governm ent expense. 
A 
m em ber of Congress declared th at 
Adams had spent $25,000 on the 
E ast Room *'and although It was 
proved that the East Room was 
then about as bare of furniture as 
a monk's cell th e story still w ork­ 
ed to the prejudice of Mr. Adams. 
Allegations and Rum ors Abound. 
' Before the canvass began, Clay 


went to Adams and assured him 
that while he preferred to rem ain 
Secretary of State, if he thought 
it would help the Adams cause he 
would accept second place on his 
ticket. 
Another suggestion made 
to Adams was that he counteract 
the Jackson hero business by put­ 
ting William Henry H arrison on 
the ticket with him. Still another 
was that he get Crawford to ac­ 
cept second place. 
But he records 
In his famous diary 
that

Crawford had called

Monroe a name that one gentle­ 
man never applies to another, he 
regretted that he ever offered him 
the Treasury portfolio and much 
less would he want him for a run ­ 
ning mate. 
If the predom inance

cam ­ 
paign lies were in JacksQp’s fa­ 
vor it m ust not be supposed th a t 
his cause had 
a 
monopoly 
of 
them. 
He him self was pictured 
as a m ilitary chieftain who m ight 
plunge the country into w ar at 
the drop of the hat. 
The coun­ 
try was told th a t he 
had 
sus­ 
pended the right of habeas cor­ 
pus in New Orleans, th a t he had 
m urdered six m ilitiam en to grati­ 
fy his th irst for blood. 
H e was 
represented as 
ignorant, 
w ith 
manners m ore befitting 
a farm 
hand than a chief m agistrate. His 
followers 
were 
called 
by 
the 
Adams people "those vulgar and 
illiterate 
Jacksonites.” 
The 
campaign 
developed 
the 
first 
newspaper paragrapher, Mordecal 
M. Noah, of the New Y ork 
E n­ 
quirer, who was 
the 
Tam m any 
candidate for sheriff, and th e only 
man on his ticket defeated. 
The voting in 1828 was not all 
done on the sam e day. 
The elec­ 
tion was held in 
seven 
Install­ 
ments, the first states voting on 
October 31, and others on differ­ 
ent days thereafter until Novem­ 
ber 14. 
W hen the retu rn s came 
in they showed th a t Adam s had 
not got an electoral vote th a t had 
been cast for Clay four years be­ 
fore and that he did not receive 
a vote west of Pennsylvania 
or 
south of the Potomac. 
The popu­ 
lar vote was more 
than 
three 
tim es as large as the popular vote 
4our years before. Jasckson had 
secured a m ajority of 140,000 out 
of a total 
of 
1,156,000 
votes 
cast.

If new and adequate facilities 
of transportation are to be pro­ 
vided money must be

By and 
large, I 
believe that our means 
of local 
transportation are 
more 
inade­ 
quate 
and 
unsatisfactory 
than 
any other part 
of our modern 
machine.

means that the 
facilities should 
be In 
substan­ 
tial 
part 
re­ 
built, and that 
they should be 
vastly improved 
and extended. 
That requir­

two ways of se­ 
curing 
capital

terprise. One is 
to create a situation where 
pri­ 
vate capital will voluntarily* in­ 
vest.

cause there can be no economic 
check on the enterprise unless it 
has to go into the market for its 
capital. 
And unless there is un 
economic check on the enterprise 
there is no real way of measuring 
the value of its service. 
The flve-cent fare is the disease 
of our coinage and our fluctuat­ 
ing price level. 
It is the attract­ 
ive germ by which politicians in­ 
oculate the public with an appar­ 
ently incurable 
and 
progressive 
ailment. 
In the first place, the 
rate of 
fare must be such as to provide 
a gross Income 
adequate, 
after 
operating 
expenses, 
including 
maintenance and reserve, to yield 
a fair return on capital required 
by the facilities. 
Second, 
that 
situation must be insured by sat­ 
isfactory franchises for 
such 
a 
period as will warrant permanent 
investment. 
Third, in my judgment, a mon 
opoly should be established of lo­ 
cal transportation facilities of all 
kinds, and the rates and service 
should be regulated by the gov 
eminent so as to give to the pub­ 
lic the best service 
and

rates consistent only with

return as will always enable them 
to get the

their needs. 
Unless we have

monopoly 
and public regulation,

Hugo F. Leloff, 36 years old, 903 
Washington avenue, had a narrow 
escape from death when be was 
shot through the left arm In a hunt­ 
ing accident which occurred north 
of Perkins Sunday morning. 
The 
arm was amputated below the el­ 
bow at S t Francis hospital Sunday 
noon. 
Leloff, who is employed as a ma 
chine tender at the Escanaba Paper 
company’s mill at Groos, went out 
hunting rabbits with two Gladstone 
men, Gale Haiver and Camille Ver- 
hamme. 
The Escanaba hunter bad missed 
two shots with his double-barrel 
12-gauge shotgun at a rabbit which 
galloped past him. 
A dog chased 
after tim escaping animal, and then 
Leloff mounted on top of a large 
stump to watch the pursuit, placing 
his gun in an upright position on 
the side of the stump. 
While he 
was standing on the stump, the gun 
slid away and in some manner acci­ 
dentally discharged, the shot cleav­ 
ing off Leloff’s left arm. Splinters 
from the hone were thrown upward 
to Leloff’s face, inflicting painful 
scratches. 
Verhamme and Haiver rendered 
first-aid to the injured hunter, by 
binding the arm with heavy twine 
above the elbow to stop the flow 
of blood.

New Basketball Rulings 
Announced by Associ­ 
ation Officials 


A story concerning the Escanaba 
high school’s athletic field appears 
in the October number of the Up­ 
per Peninsula Development Bureau 
news. 
The article, submitted by Supt. 
R. E. Cheney, reads as follows: 
“Escanaba has an athletic field 
which is unique in many respects. 
A brief history of its origin and 
development might serve as an in­ 
spiration to other schools in need 
of a good playing field 
“The fall of 1923 saw the Esca­ 
naba high school playing its games 
on a field of sand which was too 
small for a full-sized gridiron. Spec 
tators were forced to stand and 
players wallowed in sand nearly 
to their shoe-topB. 
The 
climax 
came a t the Soo 
game 
when 
a 
strong gale converted the socalled 
football field Into a veritable Sa­ 
hara. 
“During the days that followed 
there was much talk of the need 
for a good athletic field and some 
even expressed a hope that some 
man of wealth would 
give 
the 
money necessary for such a field. 
W orking It Out. 
“The students of Escanaba high 
school, however, took a different 
position in the m atter. They were 


ing from the rear” by a personal 
foul, making it illegal for a player 
to capitalize his great height by 
tapping the ball and then catching 
it on two successive jump balls, 
and stating that 
"an 
unguarded 
player may hold the ball indefin­ 
itely in the court, but as soon as 
an opponent takes a position close 
by (say within a yard of) the play­ 
er w-ith the ball, the latter must 
get the ball into play.” 
The new code also makes it clear 
that a ball striking an official does 
not become a dead ball.
